Favor Debt Validation

selves as favoring the passage of 
the MeDaniel-Teasley debt validat- | 
ing amendment, They take the 
position that the debts of the State | 
ought to be paid and not repudiat: | 
ed, even though some of them have | 
been made without authority of | 
the law, 

“T am in favor of the proposed 
amendment to validate the State’s 
debts,’ said former Gov, Hender- 
son, in a letter to Dr, Sterling J. 
Foster of the Alabama Debt Re- | 


funding League, of Birmingham. | 
“T am sure,” he continued, “that 
every citizen will look upon this 


in the same light if he knows the 
facts.” 

“This is an obligation of the 
State's, although it was created by, 
officials without authority, The of- 
fieers were too liberal minded, or 
did not keep up sufficiently 


else 


enue, The State received the ben- 
fit, however, and it is made up of 
sums due citizens throughout the 
State, mostly teachers. The State 
cannot afford to repudiate its obli- 
gations even though they were cre- 
ated without authority. Let us 
say, howevev, this shall not be un- 
derstood as approval of such meth- 
ods of looking after the State’s af- 
fairs, but a vote simply in favor of 
validating the State’s obligations.” 

“1 am in favor of the warrant 
refunding measure regardless of 
whether all of the debt which it is 
proposed to pay may be strictly | 
jeg,” said former Gov. Kilby in 
his letter to Dr. Foster, “The mone | 
ey is owed to people who gaye the | 
State full value in services to edu- 
cation or in loans for needed fune- 
tions of government. The honor 
of the State demands that these 
debts be paid, 

“The moral obligation is unques- 
tioned. Repudiation is out of the 
question from both the moral and 
practical points of view.” 

And while two former Govern- 
ors were declaring for the debt 
validating amendment in letters to 
Dr. Foster in Birmingham, W. H. 
Mitchell, who is in charge of the 
income tax fiight in Montgomery, 
issued a statement to the effect 
that if the income tax is voted, it 
will constitute a trust fund to take 
care of the State’s debts and that 
no Governor or Comptroller or 
Legislature or anybody else can di- 
vert it from this purpose as ex- 
pressly set for in the amendment. 

The statement of Chairman 
Mitchell was issued to counteract 
propaganda said to have been put 
out by opponents of the income tax | 
to the effect that if it is levied, the 
money derived from it can be used 
for other purposes. 

Chairman Mitchel] says in his 
statement that opposition to the 
income tax is centered ‘to a large 


extent in the congested areas 
where incomes are highest and 


from which the bulk of the tax 
would come.” The statement points 
out that the income tax fight is be- 
ing made for the school teachers | 
and the school children of Ala- 
bama,

MONTGOMERY, June 10,—On 
the basis of information received 
last night from Washington, D,. C., 
that Alabama’s share of road funds 
provided in the Administration 
Public Works bill will be more 
than eight and a half million dol- 
lars, the amount this State will ac» 
tually receive for highway build- 


ing promises to top $12,800,000, | 


with the matching of Federal aid 
money already available. 

The bill had already been amend- 
ed so as to permit funds alloeated 
to States under its provisions to 
he used for matching Federal aid 
for highways regularly available 
and due the respective States. Sen- 
ator Black’s amendment 
makes it possible to match the re-

lief appropriation of 1929, still

It appears, therefore, that all 
Wederal aid now due this State will 
be matechable with Public Works 
Bill funds, when the bill becomes 
This Federal aid due Ala- 
bama consists of $8,200,000 of 
funds regularly available for high- 
ways, and flood relief funds total- 
ing $1,100,000; or a total amount 
of $4,800,000. 

This amount, if added, through
